Five Inch Scale 

As a hobby, my brother and I have 
built a five inch scale railroad in our 
backyard, after years of HO and O. 
We named our railroad the Virginia 
Central Railway because we’re only 
a few miles from the geographic cen- 
ter of this state. 

The rail came from scrap yards, 
sawmills, and an old coal mine. The 
engine was built from a Crosley sta- 
tion wagon. Railroad wheels were 
placed on the brake drums of the 
car and the steering wheel and body 
removed. The diesel shaped body was 
constructed of exterior plywood and 
the automobile controls were moved 
to the engine cab in the rear. 

The caboose is also built of exterior 
plywood with masonite being used 
for the top. The caboose rolls on rail- 
way motorcar wheels which were 
placed on shortened automobile front 
axles. The caboose, as well as the 
loco, is built to scale on the inside, 
also. 

We also have a switch tower, sta- 
tions, engine house, and automatic

I designed and have had drawn a 
rail section 0.055 inches high which 
should be designated Code 55 rail. It 
fills the gap between the previously 
available rails for HO and TT. The 
cross section was made as close as 
practical to ASCE prototype and cor- 
responds to 75 Ib. rail for HO scale 
(NMRA RP-15.1). It can also be used 
as 115 lb. rail for TT standard gauge. 
It occurred to me that other rails 
might have felt the same need and 
so I am making it available to them 
by mail at $5.00 per 99 ft. bundle, 
postage paid in the continental U.S.A. 
It is nickel silver in 3 ft. lengths. 
Gluing is the only practical way of 

laying this rail. I use Pliobond and 
set it in place immediately using heat 
or a lacquer solvent and pressure to 
cause it to adhere. Now, does some- 
one know where I can get rail joiners 
in a job lot?

For O scale, S gauge track and 
running gear would be very close 
for this 36” gauge.

‘advantages of the commercial items 
although the power trucks were made 
in our own shop. Dick Keegan, well 
known tractioneer and RMC contrib- 
utor, also operates with some very 
interesting dual gauge track.

Catskill Mountain Narrow Gauge 

That was an interesting spread in 
the August issue on the Catskill 
Mountain Railway System. However, 
I think you got some of your chronol- 
ogy wrong. Your copy indicates that 
the railroad was built to Cairo and 
later extended to Palenville. It was 
the other way around. The Cairo 
Railroad was built and added to the 
system after the original CMR was 
built to Palenville. In fact, the Otis 
Elevating Railway preceded the Cairo 
branch. It was built in 1892 and con- 


nected with the CMR at Otis Junction 
about three miles above Palenville. 

I was up in Palenville last fall and 
found the site of the Otis Elevating 
still apparent. Standing at the foot 
of the mountain you can see rem- 
nants of the right of way. Some re- 
mains of the old trestle are still there. 

There was another narrow gauge 
railroad in the same area. This was 
the Kaaterskill and Stony Clove 
which branced off the Ulster and 
Delaware and ran to Hunter, N. Y. 
It was later acquired by the Ulster 
and Delaware as its Kaaterskill Divi- 
sion, widened to standard gauge, and 
ultimately abandoned.

Ex Virginian Trainmasters 

To my knowledge, none of the ex- 
Virginian growlers were painted red 
(RMC Aug. 1963). All of the units 
now remaining were painted black 
with yellow lettering. The last batch 
was painted this year with the new 
N&W herald appearing above the 
number on the cab sides. 

The only red diesels on the N&W 
are the Geeps, which are actually a 
shade of maroon matching the pas- 
senger cars of the N&W, and which 
are used in passenger train service. 

The Virginian diesels were classed 
DE-RS before the 1959 Anschluss 
and were numbered 50 through 74. 
In 1960 they were renumbered 150 
through 174. Until a few months ago, 
the still unpainted units were very 
common in this area, as were the 
smaller Virginian class DE-S 1600 
hp. units, also of FM origin.

Open House 

January 16-25 marks the dates for 
the National Model Railroad Week 
observed by many model clubs and 
private layout owners throughout the 
U.S.A. and Canada.

them were starting to feel the impact of diesel locomo- 
tives and steam was on the wane. 

4. Because of friends in the area, operation of the pike 
should not be limited to one man. Three cabs and a 
master control had to be incorporated. 

The following nights I spent some spare time sketching 
ideas and a final track plan around the tentative deci- 
sions we had made the night before. Two days later I 
presented these to Vern and he was delighted. 

The final concept of the pike was a midwest short line 
that saw its hey day hauling coal from strip mines in 
Tolono. When the coal gave out the road deteriorated to 
its present state. It would be essentially a freight handler 
servicing the small industries in the area and some of 
the agricultural endeavors. Passenger service would be 
relegated to an occasional mixed train with a combina- 
tion coach caboose. Perhaps during holidays the line 
would pull out the varnish to meet the increased 
passenger load. 

Three controls, A, B, and C, would be used for three 
man operation. The control panels would be mounted 
on slides and pull out “drawer-fashion.” (See Figures 
1-4.) Each operator would have clear view of his area 
of contro]. Figure 7 shows a wiring scheme and the 
proposed blocks. 

In addition a mobile master control cabinet mounted 
on casters would be provided for l-man-operation. It 
would be lower than the level and could be moved 
under the bench work to wherever the operator wished 
to work. (See Figures 5 and 6.) Storage could be in- 
corporated into the contro! unit for manuals, reference 
books, and small tools. 

Vern was like a kid at Christmas. Now I’m sure I'll 
be tied up for some time giving giving him a hand 
with the benchwork. es

Bill Principal prefers the 
weathered look and gave his MT-3 a paint 
job that looks like months of rough hauling 
out on the line. 
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O* THE many construction articles 
I’ve written for RMC over the 
past years, I have not touched on that 
most important of revenue sources: 
the sawmill. I was prompted into go- 
ing ahead with this project because of 
a letter received from an artist friend 
of mine who is also an HOer. He’d 
been traveling through the state of 
Washington and sketching as he went. 
Included in his correspondence were a, 
few sketches of sawmills and some 
suggestions about the possible design- 
ing of one some time. 

Although the sketches weren’t com- 
plete, the drawings did show some 
interesting structural characteristics 
that might be used to free-lance a 
design quite effectively. Additional 
research got me really bugged on the 
idea and the result was Kamm’s Saw- 
mill. It combines what I consider all 
the best features of many sawmills 
studied and uses a minimum of space. 
In fact, this’ll occupy an area 9”x15” 
and the only other thing you’ll have 
to install is a body of “water.” 

Study the photos and drawings 1-8 
in order to familiarize yourself with 
the chute detail. Bents 1-6 are shown 
in a slide view in Figure 7 and are 
appropriately numbered. The upper. 
detail of bents 2-6 are the same as 
the first. Broken lines indicate spans 
and slide guides. Concern yourself 
only with the solid lines for now. 
Using Figures 1 - 6, construct the six

bents. Lining them up on end, taking 
care for the proper spacing, add the 
four %” square spans as shown in 
fig. 7. Be sure to taper the ends of 
each span as shown so that they will 
be truly horizontal when the unit is 
stood upright. Add the railing and 
catwalks (Figure 8a). Add the span 
running dead center between the 
stanchions (of %” square stock). 

Check Figure 8. You will need four 
34”x714” strips of bristol board for 
the slides here. Paint them gunmetal 
(mixture of aluminum paint and flat 
black) on one side and allow to dry. 
Stain or paint the main structure in 
weathered earth colors (flat of course). 

Every spot in Figures 1 - 7 that des- 
ignates a Kemtron nut and bolt cast- 
ing must be drilled with a 3/64” hole. 
Set the castings in place with a pin- 
point of epoxy. Put aside. 

If your slides are dry, you may now 
add the rivet and plate detail of Fig- 
ure 8 with India ink and a mapping 
pen. Use a straightedge. Cement the 
slides to the bents after removing a 
bit of the brown paint where each 
will rest. When dry, paint the under- 
sides of the slides with the earth col- 
ors. Put the unit aside. 

-Figures 9 through 13 as well as the 
photos once again should be studied 
to determine “the lay of the land.” 
Four main walls are shown in 9, two 
in 10, four in 11, and two in 12. The 
four walls of the winch housing (cu-

pola on top) are also to be counted 
as well as the three walls of the tool 
box shown in Figure 13. This gives us 
a total of 19 pieces to be cut from the 
Northeastern scribed sheathing which 
has the admirable characteristic of 
being 1/16” thick and spaced scrib- 
ings of 3/32”. Be sure to note the di- 
rections of the scribed surfaces on 
each piece in the drawings or you'll 
wind up with an architectural mess 
later on. Cut the door and window 
openings and don’t bother yourself 
with beveling as the corner joints will 
be covered with 1/16” angle trim.

The most time consuming portion 
of our work now awaits us, the doors 
and windows. I have indicated in the 
drawings a number of castings that 
will do most satisfactorily if you can 
obtain them. They are metal castings 
by Selley, Fetyk, and Dynamodel and 
some plastic pieces by Ideal. Each is 
per usual fitted with an acetate pane. 
Secure these pieces to their appropri- 
ate wall and secure with Epoxy or 
Ambroid as required. 

Assemble the four walls of the main 
shed. When dry, add the three walls 
of the power house (other segment 
with large stack). Add the three walls 
of the conveyor shed (building with 
two large open doorways). Three 
walls are now attached to make up 
the wharf shed. Interior bracing is

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recommended here. Add 1/16” corner 
trim at every corner (angle stock). 
You will note that the back walls of 
the wharf shed-and power house are 
open. It is difficult to show these in 
the drawings so cut each to fit and 
add them. 

Cut the various roof sections from 
heavy card stock (seven in all). Ce- 
ment them in place. Add masking 
tape roof flashing; drill/fit all the 
chimneys (7). Add the winch housing 
and the four access ports about the 
sides. Roofing procedure here is the 
same as before. 

Construct the wharf and three plat- 
forms and the three sections of cat- 
walk leading down from the wharf to 
the power house platform. The plat- 
forms and wharf all have 3/32” 
scribed sheathing for their upper sur- 
faces. The wharf has a periphery of 
¥” square stock and the platforms 
are framed with 1/16” square mate- 
rial. All stanchions and railings are 
1/32” stripwood. With the exception 
of the catwalks, all sections fit under, 
rather than on the face of each ad- 
jacent wall . . . so cut them and be 
sure to leave an excess for gluing 
surfaces.

Construct and add the tool box 
(Figure 13). Add %” stripwood piles 
about and under the main structure 
Be sure they are all level or you'll 
have some suspended in mid-air upon 
final installation. Paint the platforms 
and piles with earth colors to match 
the chute assembly. All walls are flat 
white. Trim and doors are light gray 
(flat) and all roof surfaces flat black. 
Hinges and hardware are also flat 
black. Railings and stanchions are 
white. 

Quite by accident, I hit on a good 
trick for weathering the roof. For 
some reason my roof didn’t come out 
evenly flat after the black paint had 
dried. I wanted to avoid repainting as 
the buildup would obscure the mask- 
ing tape textures which are most de- 
sirable. I sprayed the entire area with 
Krylon Workable Fixatif #1306A (a 
prdouct available where art supplies 
are sold) so as to get an even matte 
finish. I used a medium heavy coat 
and when it was dry I had the de- 
sired even flatness but in addition an 
asymmetrical patched-weathering-ef- 
fect (varying intensities of grey) that 
could not be duplicated by conven- 
tional means. 

The conveyor shed will require a 
floor and now is the time to add it. 
Cut it to proper dimensions so that it 
will fit snugly up inside of the con- 
veyor house. Use the same scribed 
sheathing. Paint it with light earth 
colors and cement in place. Put the 
entire unit aside.

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For easy maintenance and trou- 
ble free operation, model rail- 
roads built for publicity or public 
viewing purposes are best built 
without many of the features 
that most modelers demand: 
switches, automatic uncoupling, 
block control, intricate details. 


model railroad built primarily 

for exhibition purposes is an en- 
tirely different kettle of fish than a 
home or club layout. By extending 
Murphy’s Law—“If anything can go 
wrong, it will go wrong”—and adding 
the words, ‘When company is pres- 
ent” we have its application to model 
railroading. And an exhibition rail- 
road always has company present. 
The object in planning and building 
an exhibition railroad is to forestall 
Murphy’s Law by making the pike 
with its controls, rolling stock, and 
scenery as foolproof as you possibly 
can. Many things that you can do on 
your own railroad where you are sup- 
posed to be able to handle troubles 
as they arise, just will not go on an 
exhibition pike. 

Parenthetically, it should be noted 
that what I have in mind as an ex- 
hibition pike is primarily a largish, 
semi-permanent display, from a 
store-window, through a real rail- 
road’s advertising display, up to a 
huge coin-in-slot U-run-it model 
pike. There are in addition portable 
layouts built by individuals and man- 
ufacturers to promote model rail- 
roading generally or their wares par- 
ticularly. The Ramsey-Mahwak Con- 
necting Railroad (RMC, get it?) de- 
scribed in RMC for Sept., Oct., Dec., 
1960 falls in this latter class, to pro- 
mote the hobby. Many of my remarks 
intended for a large exhibit can also 
apply to the smaller ones, too. 

What causes the most trouble on 
your model railroad? Derailments? 
Switch control? Grades? Unwanted 
uncoupling? Short circuits or other 
electrical troubles? Dirt? Moisture? 
Valve gear? You name it: I hope I’ve 
thought of it. 

Your exhibition railroad track de- 
sign may look as complex as you 
please, but it should be basically 
simple. There should not be a lot of: 
alternate routes from here to there. 
There should be a single continuous 
run or oval for each train. These 
should not connect or cross at the 
same grade unless the protection of 
the crossing is made a feature of the 
railroad, as well it might. With one 
train on each oval, therefore, a col- 
lision is impossible—except with a 
last car which was accidentally un- 
coupled, and more on that later. (Two 
trains running on one track, featur- 
ing block signaling and/or train con- 
trol could be worked out for one 
oval, if you particularly wanted it, 
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and felt able to maintain it). 

You should shun switches as a 
monorail does. Switches are evil on 
an exhibition pike. If a train is going 
to derail due to track, chances are it 
will happen at a switch. Therefore do 
not have switches in the main line, 
unless they are spiked over into the 
through position. If you must have 
a switch, try to make it one you pull 
past and back into. Or if you must 
have a facing switch, keep it very 
accessible to the layout operator and 
interlock it so that it cannot be 
thrown when a train is passing over. 
Make it as gentle as possible, #8, or 
even #10 or #12. If you must have a 
working double slipswitch, put it in 
some remote portion of the layout, 
albeit a site both visible and acces- 
sible. If you want to have a way 
freight working factory siding, have 
that on a separate oval, again both 
visible and accessible. 

Elaborate control systems should be 
shunned for these numerous ovals, 
except insofar as you want to feature 
automatic interlocking and _ train- 
stops at a level crossing. Put each 
oval on one separate power pack. If 
something goes wrong with the pack 
simply substitute another of any 
make giving controlled 12v. D.C. If 
you feel like installing a full signal- 
ing system with panelboard and 
three-color lights, be sure that you 
know what you are doing yourself. 
The helpful electrical engineer down 
the street may have just been trans- 
ferred to Kalamazoo the day before 
the relays and transistors go hay- 
wire—and nobody else knows how it 
works, and even the wiring diagram 
he once had, has been soiled by 
spilled coffee and smeared by peanut 
butter. 

Keep the layout reasonable in size 
considering the number of men avail- 
able to operate and maintain it, not 
as it is being built, but after it is 
“finished” and things begin to go 
wrong one after another over a period 
of years. It has been found that a 
shallow railroad can be seen better 
than one that is very deep. It can be 
around the walls of a room, or a 
similar shape with the operator in the 
center, spectators around it, or it can 
be U shaped or E shaped with specta- 
tors in the hollows thereof, the opera- 
tor behind the connecting piece. With 
40’ x 40’, you’d be better off with it 
hollow no wider than ten feet wide, 
with people outside, the operator in- 
side. 

It is so easy to overplan a model 
railroad on paper, and not much 
harder to build it that way as long 
as money, energy, and time hold out. 
This truth, incidentally, holds true of 
home and club pikes as well as ex- 
hibition model railroads. 

Probably anyone who is building 
an exhibition model railroad has al- 
ready picked his gauge. HO is nice 
because in a given space so much 
scenery can be shown, and because 
there is such a huge variety of equip- 
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ment on the market. But O has an 
advantage in sturdiness, and visibil- 
ity at a distance, which is hard to 
overcome. If you were modeling a 
working hump yard (switches would 
be needed in that of course) for show 
in your own cellar, you could pick 
HO gauge and all could see it. But 
if the same general design of hump 
were to be shown in an auditorium, 
O would be preferred because it 
could be seen better. 

An exhibition model pike should be 
well protected. It should be protected 
against dirt. Perhaps it can be ar- 
ranged to run in show-cases along the 
walls of a room, totally enclosed. 
More likely not—in which case you 
should arrange for a plastic “tarp” 
to cover the layout and scenery wher 
you are not running the pike. 

Secondly, simplicity of layout de- 
sign and good maintenance of equip- 
ment will help protect equipment 
from damage at its own “hands.” 
There should be no excuse for a train 
plunging off an unfenced bridge into 
real water. The bridge should have 
sturdy fences or water should not be 
there. (I really question the need for 
it doesn’t look as real as plastic!) 

Protection from pilferage can be 
a major problem, and while insur- 
ance is available, it is better to fore- 
still the light fingers. Wall in the lay- 
out with glass, high enough that none 
but the giant dip can reach over: a 
railing a few feet away: from the 
edge of a pike is not much of a deter- 
rent to pilferage by either children 
or adults. Don’t feel that only “tiny” 
HO gauge is subject to pilferage. I’ve 
heard of instances where an O scale 
MU was cribbed from the ’39 World’s 
Fair, and a 4-4-4-4 T-1 from a Pennsy 
exhibit. And you’ve all read lists of 
stolen O equipment from time to time 
in RMC. It must take not only “brass” 
but a certain aplomb to walk out 
with an O gauge T-1 under your 
overcoat. 

Stored engines should be out of 
sight, in the roundhouse, or coupled 
into awkward strings on the ready- 
track. Same for cars, with added pos- 
sibility of screwing or wiring them 
down on trackside sidings. Cars and/ 
or locos should be stored, if in sight, 
well back from the edge of the table 
if it is open, yet in sight of the spec- 
tators. 

Protection from warpage means 
that you must keep moisture out by 
adequate varnishing and painting of 
everything wood. You should try to 
keep temperature and humidity uni- 
form, which would mean that air- 
conditioning would be a necessity, not 
a luxury. And you might need an 
extra de-humidifier for summer and 
a humidifier for winter! 

Protection from wear is usually a 
matter of adequate and frequent lub- 
rication, at least once a day for all 
running bearings that are due to run 
for long periods—or oftener. I don’t 
know how you can protect against 
one type of wear that has afflicted 


the favorite mikado of a friend of 
mine: he has coal heat, and when he 
goes down-cellar morning and eve- 
ning he turns on the train while he 
services the heater, and usually lets 
it run for some time while he “studies 
the situation.” In the five years this 
engine has been in service, he has 
worn grooves in two sets of driver 
tires and worn egg-shaped the holes 
in four sets of side rods, both of 
plated brass, running on brass! 

Since most loco repairs are not a 
matter of three-minute adjustment, 
it is necessary on an exhibition pike, 
to have spare locos of the same or 
suitable type which can be substi- 
tuted at a moment’s notice when nec- 
essary. E. P. Alexander, who built the 
famous Chesapeake & Ohio 3-track 
exhibit railroad in the very early 
thirties, states that this O gauge line 
had one spare freight, one spare pas- 
senger engine available in case of 
breakdown. For HO gauge, at least 
three engines should be provided for 
each train. Even if they don’t break 
down, they can be allowed to rest, 
cool off, and be lubricated at set in- 
tervals as preventive maintenance. 

The “Railroads at Work” exhibit 
at the ’389 World’s Fair had steam 
locos running around with lead and 
trailing trucks lifted off the rails, 
because these interesting parts of an 
engine are prone to derailment. Simi- 
larly most of the steamers lacked full 
working valve gear, and certain de- 
tail was omitted. Because the pike 
was viewed from quite a distance, as 
from the top of a high hill, these 
“faults” were seldom noted by the 
spectators. 

I’m no scenic expert, but do feel I 
can prescribe that scenery be not too 
involved, because it will have to be 
cleaned every month or so. In such 
cases, it is helpful to be able to re- 
move people, vehicles, afforestation, 
buildings, etc. for individual vacuum- 
ing and/or brushing. Small groups, 
such as the track-gang putting in a 
new track might be made removable 
in a unit. Remember, not just the 
actual railroad must be maintained 


‘but the scenery as well. 


Manpower for maintenance needs 
considerable thought. All of the large 
traveling exhibits by the prototype 
railroads have had at least one as- 
signed attendant, usually more, cer- 
tainly more for assembly, disassembly 
and packing. Possibly you can man- 
age this yourself, or the work can be 
shared among group members. But to 
hire anyone to do maintenance work 
can prove expensive. A fellow with a 
knowledge of model railroad repair 
work in all the various fields re- 
quired, will scarcely work for $1.25 
an hour, and maybe not for double or 
triple that much. You might find a 
retiree, a clever youth, or an unem- 
ployed fellow, who will work for 
peanuts,” but anyone clever enough 
to maintain a large model railroad is 
clever enough to hold down a lucra- 
tive job. 4 
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OR MAKING scenery such as moun- 
tains, fills, embankments, etc., the 
model railroader has a wide variety 
of basic materials from which to 
choose. Over the years patching plas- 
ter, gray plaster, Portland cement 
mixed with powdered asbestos, glue 
and sawdust, papier-mache, plus var- 
ious preparations made especially for 
the hobbyist have been used. This list 
is far from complete. Methods of ap- 
plication vary from troweling the mix 
on with a spatula to dipping paper 
towels in thin plaster and laying them 
over the scenery foundation. One large 
model railroad club actually built 
scenery by hurling small handsful of 
a very stiff mixture of Portland ce- 
ment against a hardware cloth foun- 
dation from a distance of a few feet! 
There are many pitfalls awaiting 
the fellow who tries plaster for his 
attempts at scenery making. Some of 
these are serious enough that they

may convince him that scenery in 
general just isn’t worth the trouble 
and so he joins the ranks of those who 
say they are content with bare bench- 
work and trackage. A few of the trou- 
bles likely to be encountered are: 

1—The plaster dries too fast to get 
the desired scenic effect. Unless you 
have access to lumber yards or build- 
ing supply place, the common source 
of plaster is the hardware store. Most 
hardware store plaster is intended for 
patching walls and dries hard in five 
to ten minutes. It must be mixed in 
small batches and worked fast in or- 
der to get it on before it hardens. 
Things like vinegar mixed with the 
plaster are supposed to slow down the 
setting but they don’t seem to help 
very much. The fast drying also leads 
to the problem of hiding the numer- 
ous joints where old plaster is met 
with a new batch. 

2—Wet plaster can be very difficult

to control. On steep slopes the stuff 
will usually flow downhill causing an 
avalanche of goo; while at the top 
of the hill it is difficult to even keep 
the screen covered. Vertical cliffs are 
virtually impossible with plaster. 

3—Plaster is heavy and cracks eas- 
ily. The cracks and chips will usually 
be white and ruin the effect achieved 
by painting the plaster. The weight 
and fragility are real problems on a 
railroad which must be moved and 
stored. 

4__The best scenic effects with plas- 
ter are usually obtained by sculpting 
it while wet or carving it after it has 
hardened. Rocks and cliffs will only 
be as realistic as the modeller’s ar- 
tistic skill and experience permit. Skill 
in working with plaster to make rocks, 
etc. can be acquired with practice but 
first results are usually very dis- 
couraging. A blob of plaster looks like 
a blob of plaster no matter how it is 
painted and a plaster hillside some- 
times turns out looking for all the 
world like swirls on a meringue- 
topped pie! 

Texture paint as a scenery material 
can solve many of these difficulties. 
Once you have your screen in place 
you can’t really go wrong since it is 
just a matter of putting two coats of 
paint over the screen. It will stick 
anywhere — even to the underside of 
an overhanging cliff! 

The paint comes in several forms 
and is intended for putting a rough 
finish on room walls. Some of it has 
sand in it and the rest is very thick 
so it shows brush marks, etc. You can 
get it already mixed in cans or in 
powder form which is mixed with 
regular paint. The powdered type is 
perhaps the best for scenery since the

consistency of the paint can be made 
as thick as desired, depending on how 
much powder you add to the paint. 
Also, you can use up all the old paint 
you have around the house. Latex 
based wall paints seem to work best 
but depending upon the powder you 
buy most any type paint can be used. 
Reardon’s “AD-MIX” is one type and 
it can be mixed with latex, oil or 
resin based paints. For best results, 
mix it much thicker than the direc- 
tions state. Experimentation will show 
the best proportions. 

The texture paint is applied to 
screening fastened to a wood frame- 
work. Aluminum window screen held 
in place with staples from a stapling 
gun makes for easy and fast founda- 
tions for the paint. Aluminum screen 
forms with ease and results in fewer 
bleeding fingers than you get when 
working with galvanized steel screen. 
The paint is brushed on using a soft 
brush with a soft touch. Too much 
pressure will only cause the paint to 
ooze and drip through the screen. It’s 
a good idea to cover objects such as 
hidden trackage beneath the screen 
with paper to keep paint off them. 
Two coats of paint are usually re- 
quired. The first will fill the holes in 
the screen while the second will hide 
the wires of the screen. 

The paint must dry overnight be- 
tween coats. After the second coat has 
dried it is painted with final colors 
using oil paints. The color of the tex- 
ture paint could probably be chosen

to be a basic scenery color such as 
medium green or earth color but 
usually the wall colors available at 
the paint store are not too suitable. 
Blending of various earth and grass 
colors is easier if they are all put 
on later. 

Many effects can be achieved with 
textured paint that seem impossible 
with other scenery materials. The cliff 
behind the passenger train in the 
photograph was made by nailing wood 
splinters to a vertical sheet of ply- 
wood. The wood is placed at a suit- 
able angle to represent layers of rock 
strata. Small bits of screen were 
tacked between the wood strips to re- 
move the flat look of the plywood 
panel. More screening was tacked on 
at the top and curled over to form the 
top ledge. After the coats of texture 
paint the final rock colors of reddish 
brown, black, and gray were added 
and bits of lichen scattered about. The 
rough appearance is due to the sand 
in the AD-MIX powder. If you don’t 
use sand finish paint or want more 
roughness than the paint provides, 
additional loose sand can be thrown 
into the paint while it is still wet. On 
flat surfaces such as fields, railroad 
yards, siding tracks, etc., the texture 
paint can be applied directly to the 
bare wood; screen is only necessary 
where there is no other base. 

In the photograph showing the coal 


mine all scenery was built using tex- 
ture paint on screen. The rock out- 
cropping in the foreground was made 
by attaching wood pieces to the screen 
prior to painting. Texture paint was 
not put over the wood here. Blending 
structures into the surrounding scen- 
ery is quite easy since it will bridge 
gaps between the building bottom 
edges and the scenery. If the gaps are 
large several applications of paint 
may be required. 

Since the texture paint and screen 
is flexible and can be bent quite a 
distance without cracking, it is very 
useful for making removable scenery 
to cover access holes. By making a 
light, sereen-covered wood framework 
and holding it in place with wood 
screws, removable tunnels can be 
built. These are handy for getting 
around that old bugaboo of track 
maintenance inside tunnels. The 
screwheads and joints can be con- 
cealed with lichen and buildings. 

There is no question that texture 
paint is more expensive than plaster 
or some other methods. However, it is 
much easier and requires less skill. 
It is highly suited for the small rail- 
road with complicated scenery con- 
tours or a portable pike. In these in- 
stances, the cost difference will be 
insignificant when the ease of appli- 
cation and other advantages are con- 
sidered. a

R OVER 25 years, Pittman motors have been the

they want. In addition, it is reported that the tooling on 
some of the older favorites has worn out. 

The Pittman plant is presently producing at capacity 
the following motors suitable for model railroad use: 
DC65A, DC70, DC85A, and DC105A. Additionally, the fol- 
lowing motors are temporarily discontinued but will be 
produced when production facilities permit: DC195A, 
DC62B, and DC81. Permanently discontinued are the fol- 
lowing: DC60, DC71B, DC95B, and DC703. 

A number of other domestic firms also make motors. 
Kendrick & Davis’ line of O gauge series wound motors 
are still going strong although their size restricts their 
use in many locos. Bowser has its own motor for the K-11, 
and Challenger locomotives, while Hobbytown has a 
specially made DC-90 for its diesels. 

Many imports are also offered, notably the Tenshodo 
motors offered by Pacific Fast Mail. Varney, K &D, and 
other suppliers also offer imported motors. Also worthy 
of note are the TT and OOO motors available from Na- 
than Preston, and International, which can also be used 
in tight space HO models. 

It should also be noted that a new motor suitable for 
general O gauge use has been reported but will not be 
announced until ready. Additional listings of motors will

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MAKING YOUR MODEL RAILROAD ARTICLES MORE SALABLE 


MANUSCRIPTS 


1—Manuscripts should be typed, 
double spaced, one side of 84x11 
sheet, only. Manuscripts submitted 
handwritten or on odd sized paper or 
in hard-to-read Varityper faces take 
extra time to process. Do not jam 
folded mss. into envelope as all en- 
velopes are opened on automatic 
slitter, often slitting sheets in half. 

2—Manuscript envelopes should be 
9” x 12”, large enough to hold mss. 


without folding, and to hold art work: 


and photos without folding. 

3—Avoid use of excessive Scotch 
tape to seal everything. It breaks 
fingernails and puts editors into bad 
state of mind. 

4—Identify every item submitted 
with your name and address. Have a 
rubber stamp made and use it on all 
manuscript pages, photos, and art. 
Don’t use heavy ink that doesn’t dry, 
thus transferring to the surface of 
other photos or art. 

5—New authors should enclose 
stamped, addressed return envelope 
or at least sufficient stamps for re- 
turn of nonusable manuscripts. 

6—Always keep copies. of your ma- 
terial. We make every effort to return 
material we can’t use but can make 
no guarantee regarding safe return 
of unsolicited material. 

7—Professional writers not familiar 
with model railroading rarely are 
able to crack RMC pages. Most RMC 
writers are modelers who _ enjoy 
modeling along with writing, photo- 
graphy, and drafting. 

8—Articles stand their best chance 
of publication when they include good 
photos and well rendered finished art, 
especially on construction articles. 

9—Drawings should, if possible, be 
rendered in india ink on good quality 
white card, paper, or tracing tissue. 
Do not use paper which bleeds ink 
lines. Higgins india ink is excellent 
if you have no other favorite. Draw- 
ings should be done either in 1/4” 
seale (O scale) or twice HO, or in 
1/2” scale. For reproduction, draw- 
ings are reduced to required scale. 

10—Construction articles should list 
dimensions in prototype feet and 
inches rather than in actual inches 
for a particular scale. If your letter- 
ing is not good, indicate all lettering 
on your drawings in light blue pencil. 

11—Do not submit multi-colored 
drawings as they will not reproduce 
properly. Submit drawings only in 
black ink. However, drawings which 
require a second color should have 
the second color also rendered in 
black ink on an opaque acetate or 
shrinkage free overlay. Include regis- 
ter marks. 

12—Drawings may be rolled but 
should never be folded unless on thin 
paper. Never fold or roll photographs. 

13—The following type articles and 
features are always in demand: 
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A—How -To- Build Features: 
Cars, structures, scenery, especi- 
ally. Changing conditions have 
reduced the amount of loco con- 
struction articles but good con- 
versions are still used. 

B—Layout construction articles: 
Start to finish, especially with 
photos. 

C—Operation type articles: Es- 
pecially when containing practi- 
cal new ideas. 


D—New techniques. 
E—Locomotive and caf draw- 
ings. Must be in ink, rendered 
fully to scale. Should be accom- 
panied by technical information 
and one or more prototype photos. 
14—-Cartoons: We use a few but 
they have to be good. Ink or wash 
techniques are both O.K. 
15—Layout Photo Stories: Modelers 
who are also photographers often are 
able to do good work on photo stories, 
which should also include track plan 
of the layout. Strangely, professional 
photographers usually miss the point 
on these features completely leaving 
the field wide open to modelers with 
camera know-how. 
16—Payment is normally made on 
publication. Rates vary, depending on 
the quality of the work, the quantity, 
the name value of the author. 
Photographic Requirements 
1—Photographs should preferably 
be size 4x5 or larger. 5x7 or 8x10 are 
fine. . . . We are rarely able to use 
prints smaller than 3%” x4%4”. We 
cannot reproduce satisfactorily from 
small color prints. Small Polaroid 
prints are also not recommended for 
model views or scenes. 35MM work 
must be fine grain processed. 
2—Do not submit color slides or 
prints. Submit black and white photos 
only. 
3—Prints should be printed on full 








range glossy stock but need not be 
ferrotyped. Avoid textured papers, or 
papers not on white stock. Single 
weight paper is fine. 

4—Identify all photographs as to 
subject. Stamp with your name and 
address. 

5—Never write on the back of 
prints as the crease lines show 
through and may reproduce. Paste a 
typed label on the back of the print 
or affix a caption using Scotch tape. 

6—Use cardboard to protect photos 
beign mailed. Do not use Scotch tape 
to seal such packages. Masking tape 
holds just as well and is easier: to 
peel. 

7—Our files are loaded with photos 
of kit and rtr type locos in static 
poses, such as 0-4-0 types and ordi- 
nary diesels. Strive for something 
different — and better! 

8—EQUIPMENT: Good photos of 
outstanding custom built or converted 
cars and locos are always welcome. 
Photos of straight kit assembly 
models are fine for your own files 
and collection but are not usable for 
publication. 

9—SCENES: Top notch scenes of 
well rendered model railroads are 
always welcome. These should be 
fully to scale.and must show others 
something worth seeing. 

10—LIGHTING: Very often, avail- 
able light produces the best possible 
lighting .for model railroad scenes, 
especially where the model railroad 
is illuminated with a generous num- 
ber of flourescent fixtures. Also suit- 
able are photo-flood lamps properly 
used. Even flash can be used skill- 
fully for model use. We rarely use 
flash photos with flash mounted at 
the camera as the resultant photo is 
too flat and has uneven light distri- 
bution over the subject. Use a light 
meter where possible. 
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Back at the turn of the century 
every town thought it had to have a 
trolley operation—a one horse-car 
town could feel as though it were 
truly on the rise in this world. The 
growing feeling in this decade is that 
rapid transit is inimical, growth and 
prosperity—every bit as necessary for 
prestige as a trolley car was then. 

What is rapid transit? The essen- 
tials of rapid transit are that it be an 
electric rail operation (although early 
rapid transit was steam and cable 
operated), at least two-track, usually 
drawing power from third-rail but 
occasionally employing trolley and 
catenary, operating on _ exclusive 
right-of-ways (including elevateds, 
embankments, cuts, subways, surface 
and median strip). Rapid transit is 
usually based in semi-urban areas 
feeding into the business areas of 
cities. though suburban rapid transit 
operates from semi-urban areas to 
the suburbs. Other characteristics in- 
clude frequent, planned stops and 
payment prior to boarding. Most 
unique is its equipment—a wide vari- 
etv of designs that span rapid transit 
history—with multiple-unit operation, 
loading at floor level and door ar- 
rangement made to facilitate rapid 
and convenient loading and unload- 
ing. 

The thing that makes a binding 
rapid transit definition difficult is 
that there are certain operations hav- 
ing features that, while called rapid 
transit, are distinctly different from 
conventional rapid transit. These lines 
may be said to have “rapid transit- 
type service.” Additionally, rapid 
transit equipment: has been run on 
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Subways and elevated lines

non-rapid transit right-of-ways. Paci- 
fic Electric, an interurban system, 
had a few stretches of line in the Los 
Angeles area similar to, if not in- 
tended to be, rapid transit; the North 
Shore and Chicago, Aurora and Elgin, 
in Chicago, shared the stations and 
trackage of the Chicago Rapid Tran- 
sit elevateds: The North Shore, one 
of the more famous interurbans, even 
ran through the Loop and its track- 
age, once off the Chicago system, was 
adaptable for rapid transit. The Chi- 
cago Transit Authroity now runs its 
“Skokie Swift” on a portion of former 
North Shore right-of-way. Also in- 
cluded in the broad sweep of a “rapid 
transit-type service” is the Shaker 
Heights Rapid Transit in Cleveland 
which uses high-speed trolleys on 
rapid transit right-of-ways. Similar 
operations may be found in Boston, 
Newark (N. J.), and Philadelphia. 
Rapid transit operations now 
blanket many of the great cities of 
the world. In the United States pure 
rapid transit has been a part of New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago throughout this century, with 
Cleveland a newcomer. Cincinnati

has a subway tunnel, now in its 
fourth decade of glorious disuse. At 
least ten U. S. cities are in some stage 
of rapid transit planning. Fort Worth 
is most aroused by the subway built 
by Leonards’ Department Store, 
which is serviced by remodeled PCC’s 
from Washington, D.C., with addi- 
tional access and high-level loading; 
and San Francisco is well into its Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District planning. 
Elsewhere in the Americas, Toronto 
is expanding its rapid transit system 
as Montreal is building its system 
with unique, rubber tired cars, simi- 
lar to those used in Paris. Buenos 
Aires has a rapid transit system de- 
veloped largely through the efforts 
of the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit 
Corp. (BMT) of New York which, in- 
cidentally, was also the major con- 
tributor to the planning and design- 
ing of the PCC trolley. 

Rapid transit was first proposed in 
the United States close on the heels 
of the development of conventional 
rail transit. In 1832, an elevated rail- 
way was designed for New York City, 
which was planned to run on a ledge 
above the second story of building 
fronts. The laying of the “Golden 
Spike” of rapid transit did not come, 
though, until 1867 when a pillar was 
put in place at Greenwich Street on 
Manhattan’s Lower West Side. This 
cable-drawn el, designed and con- 
structed under the direction of 
Charles T. Harvey and opened for 
service in 1868, was constructed en- 
tirely of metal in its rails, cable vault 
and structure. However, this first 
great venture failed within three 
years and was bought at auction by 
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Here's rapid transit at its fullest: a 10 car 
train made up of two 5-section “Multis” artic- 
ulated units on the New York City Transit Sys. 


its bondholders for $960. They rebuilt 
the line, abandoned cable operation 
and purchased dummy steam locomo- 
tives to pull the trains. As the lines 
grew and fanned out steam became 
the predominant motive force. 

As work was progressing above 
ground, an underground movement 
had begun—Alfred Beach’s pneumatic 
subway, (modestly dubbed the Beach 
Pneumatic Rwy.). The pneumatic 
tube idea did not quite succeed and 
the line was discontinued promptly. 
It was reopened a half-century later 
by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Co. 
(BRT), widened and modified for the 
operation of conventional rapid tran- 
sit trains (it is now the lower level 
of the City Hall station). 

In the late 1880’s electricity was 
already getting consideration as it be- 
came obvious that steam was an age 
behind the needs of swift, clean urban 
transportation. Electricity’s great mo- 
ment came when Francis J. Sprague 
demonstrated his multiple-unit train 
control (the operation of all motors 
in all cars from a remote position) on 
Chicago’s South Side Rapid Transit 
el line. This made possible the opera- 
tion of fully electrified rapid transit 
systems. From Chicago the pulse of 
this great innovation promptly made 
itself felt. 

The immediate result of this in- 
vention was reflected in the New 
York City subway, built between 
1900 and 1904. Whereas electrification 
could already be found on the els 
of Chicago, Boston and Brooklyn, 
multiple-unit operation was nowhere 
more essential, practical and conveni- 
ent as for subway rapid transit. How- 
ever particularly important it may 
have been to the development of the 
subway, rapid transit could never 
have reached its full capability—re- 
gardless of the right-of-way—were it 
not for Sprague and “MU”. 

The New York City subway was, 
the first specifically designed for 
rapid transit equipment; however, 
Boston opened its Tremont St. sub- 
way in 1898, serviced by trolleys and 
for a time by elevated trains — the 
latter proving impractical. It was not 
until 1908 that Boston opened its first 
subway for rapid transit equipment. 

After these developments’ the 
growth of rapid transit by no means 
followed a steady path of improve- 
ment. Undoubtedly the most interest- 
ing advent of these early days was in 
New York, where a rivalry developed 
between the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Co. (IRT) and the BRT. Be- 
fore the IRT’s subway had reached 
completion it had become, almost 
overnight, New York’s major rapid 
transit system in two of New York’s 
boroughs. In 1903 it leased the exist- 
ing Manhattan Railway els, the first 
stage in an acquisitive design. Fav- 
ored by the City Fathers (their sub- 
way was built with city funds) they

planned to send tentacles out to all 
of the city’s boroughs, except inacces- 
sible Staten Island, and, in doing so, 
came face-to-face with Brooklyn’s 
transit company. 

The BRT, at the time (about 1910), 
was merely a number of the old sur- 
face steam lines that served the 
amusements available in south Brook- 
lyn, plus an elevated and streetcar 
system which extended into Queens 

The BRT had its way in the form 
of satisfying its wishes in Brooklyn 
and Queens while the IRT was left 
with Manhattan and the Bronx. 

Other major cities were growing in 
a straight and almost uninterrupted 
line. Chicago, which might well be 
called the birthplace of modern rapid 
transit, had lines stretching from its 
business district, which got its name 
from the amazing rapid transit termi- 
nal located there—the Loop. Into this 
Loop all of Chicago’s els ran in a 
merry-go-round, except the North- 
South Line, now running through the 
State Street subway, opened in 1943. 

Boston’s system, by and large, grew 
in one great surge. The basis of its 
rapid tranist system was planned or 
developed by the end of the Great 
War. Philadelphia, on the other hand, 
has almost consistently been laying 
track for some new line or the other. 

A phenomenon peculiar to Phila- 
delphia is the variance of track 
gauges designed to make their lines 
incompatible—and therefore prevent- 
ing the transit system from becoming 
a part of a conventional railroad net- 
work. This public suspicion even ex-

tended to the Philadelphia Suburban 
trolleys, which were also built as 
broad gauge lines. 

The great dark streams, or so they 
looked in aerial photographs, which 
turned streets to lanes in perpetual 
twilight, the elevated lines are gone 
from Manhattan and much of Brook- 
lyn. When the City of New York took 
over the IRT and BMT in 1940 the els 
were all but completely abandoned— 
even the els of Manhattan, leased by 
the IRT 37 years earlier for 999 years. 

While the preceeding is an outline 
of the growth of rapid transit in the 
cities, the story is not complete with- 
out telling of the rapid transit lines 
that do not fall within the immediate 
history or development of the big 
systems, or are so apart in design and 
concept that they are here separately 
noted. 

One such line is the Staten Island 
Rapid Transit Rwy. (SIRT) which 
still retains much of the charm of 
the partially developed borough 
which it serves. A great deal of it 
remains a _ surface operation with 
grade crossings and even a nice 
stretch through woodland. The SIRT 
might have become a more urbanized 
branch of the New York City Transit 
System had the hopes of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad. its owner, and 
the BMT been realized. 

The desired end was a link with 
the BMT via a tunnel under “The 
Narrows”—which is why its equip- 
ment is similar to the BMT’s Stand- 
ard design. This link never came into 
being, although the BMT did begin 
a tunnel, which was abandoned be- 
fore it got very far on its course 
towards Staten Island. Hopes for this 
link were revived when the planned 
Verrazano-Narrows Bridge from 
Brooklyn to Staten Island moved 
toward becoming a reality. It opened 
last November—without rapid transit, 
the handiwork of Robert Moses, a 
figure with whom all New Yorkers 
must live. 

The Philadelphia & Western (P&W). 
shares a terminal with the PTC’s 
Market Street Line and the suburban 
trolleys of the Philadelphia Suburban 
system. The P&W first gained atten- 
tion for its 80 mph. Brill-built “Bul- 
lets” and now has the limelight again 
due to the acquisition of North Shore’s 
Electroliners, which it has refurbished 
and redesigned for its system, re- 
naming them Libertyliners.. These for- 
mer interurban cars are now serving 
in a purely rapid transit operation and 
riding them one is not quite certain 
whether they are pleased about it. 

Another famous suburban rapid 
transit line was the New York, West- 
chester and Boston (NYW&B). Gran- 
diose in concept and ambitiously 
planned. its misfortune was compara- 
ble to other operations that exceeded 
in desire their capabilities. For all its 
handsome right-of-ways, fine equip-

ment and elaborate structures the 
NYW&B never got past Westchester. 
Defunct since 1937, its right-of-way 
in New York City is now the IRT 
Dyre Avenue Line — one of the more 
attractive right-of-ways in New York. 

Two other unique operations are 
New York’s Hudson & Manhattan 
Tubes and the PTC’s Camden-Locust 
Bridge Line—unique because they are 
the nation’s only interstate rapid tran- 
sit operations. The H&M, now the 
Port Authority Trans-Hudson Corp. 
(PATH), crosses the mile-wide Hud- 
son River in the novel tunnels of Wil- 
liam Gibbs McAdoo, from which it 
branches out to terminals in Hoboken, 
Jersey City and Newark. The H&M 
joins the Pennsylvania Railroad’s 
main line west of Jersey City after 
which it shares the Pennsy station in 
Newark; right-of-way and track are 
mutual for much of the way. In Man- 
hattan its right-of-way is a subway. 
The PTC Bridge Line (owned by the 
Delaware River Port Authority) op- 
erates as a subway from downtown 
Philadelphia across the Delaware Riv- 
er on the Benjamin Franklin Bridge, 
then into downtown Camden (N.J.) 
via subway. This line will be extended 
to Kirkwood, N.J., making it urban- 
interstate-suburban rapid transit. It 
will undoubtedly provide a service as 
unusual as its description. 

The Chicago and New York Transit 
systems have an interesting side op- 
eration—trolley-freight lines that run 
on portions of rapid transit right-of- 
ways and maintain connections with 
other railroads. In both instances the 
freight operations were owned by ¢ 
previous rapid transit company. The 
Chicago Transit Authority freight 
line was originally part of the Chicago 
Rapid Transit system’s network and 
operates over a portion of their North- 
South Line. They can be seen on rapid 
transit track in Chicago five nights 
a week. The South Brooklyn Rwy. 
(SBK) was originally purchased by 
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this day. It operates twice daily, five 
days a week through the complex 
near Ninth Avenue on the BMT West 
End Line and shares a yard with 
rapid transit passenger equipment. 

The first el was a cluster of pillars 
on which the trackage seemed pre- 
cariously balanced; but as the concept 
began to work and other rapid transit 
operations were planned, ideas began 
to grow more elaborate. 

Dr. Rufus H. Gilbert, designer of 
the 6th Ave. el, originally contem- 
plated incorporation of Beach’s pneu- 
matic system in an elaborate el, arched 
to a peak and supported by Corinthi- 
an columns. (He settled for a rela- 
tively conventional el design—though 
it is quite different from all the oth- 
ers.) El stations began to snatch bits 
of gingerbread from Americana and 
stirred it with Venetian lace molded 
in iron and steel with generous help- 
ings of stained glass applied with a 
typical Victorian principle — nothing 
succeeds like excess. Perhaps it would 
take a bit of doing to outdo the ter- 
minal of the old New York and 
Brighton Beach RR (now the BMT 
Brighton Line), which was the Bright- 
on Beach Hotel, into the lobby of 
which it ran in steam days. (The other 
terminals for Brooklyn’s steam rail- 
roads running to Coney Island, before

they became electrified rapid transit 
railways, were at similarly rococo 
structures.) 

The great Chicago junction, the 
proudest spot in Chicago’s complex, 
might well have been purposely de- 
signed for an impressive display of 
the bustle of rapid transit. The sub- 
way stations in New York, while not 
as elaborate as the one in Moscow, 
did show evidence of interest in more 
than the simply functional. Colored 
and mosaic tile were prominently and 
profusely used with the proudest 
achievements of the imagination of 
the BMT and IRT being their sym- 
bolic tiles. Many stations can be iden- 
tified by these tiles (such as the bea- 
ver, symbol of John Jacob Astor’s 
fortune, to be found at, of all places, 
Astor Place, while the station at Co- 
lumbus Circle bears a relief of the 
Santa Maria; and a bell-stacked loco 
is at the Grand Central subway sta- 
tion). 

The BRT prided itself on its Bright- 
on Line embankment which, not at all 
the Chinese Wall that was feared, be- 
came a very reduced version of the 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon. They 
were similarly proud of their cottage- 
like stations with Spanish tile roofing. 
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Winner passenger train by Lionel was identical to Ives Yankee line 
train except as to colors and lettering. Extremely low price on 


train did not cause lack of baggage, Pullman, and observation cars. 


The squelched master plan of the 
NYW&B might have resulted in one 
of the more remarkable rail opera- 
tions. Nowhere was the NYW&B’s im- 
agination more perfectly evident than 
in its station houses. Constructed at 
about the same time architectural 
monstrosities were popularly called 
‘enduring works of art’ these build- 
ings can enjoy clear-cut labels for the 
finesse of design. Predominantly in- 
fluenced by renaissance and mission 
architecture, a few range far afield. 
The most startling example was the 
station house at Third Street in Mt. 
Vernon, which bears a strikingly re- 
semblance to the Temple of Mithra 
that was unearthed in London in 1954, 
vintage: 4th century A.D. 

Incidental to the subways were the 
‘kiosks’—oriental-style structures that 
covered subway entrances. Occasion- 
ally a report would come in that Fati- 


Stations in cuts are fgéquently partially in 
tunnels.

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ma of the Seven Veils had tripped 
lightly from a kiosk —it should be 
mentioned this has never been con- 
firmed by anyone in a state of rea- 
sonable sobriety. 

Perhaps nothing is more indicative 
of the development and maturity of 
rapid transit than the various car de- 
signs. The first cable car straddled 
the gap between the horse-car and 
what was to rapidly develop as the 
‘el car.’ Wood designs flourished in 
the last century with a peak reached 
at an early stage in the 522 series 
Manhattan Rwys. el car; Axminster 
carpeting and a decorative window 
arrangement marked that design. One 
of the more popular el cars was the 
convertible, the sides of which came 
down on balmy days. A week-end ex- 
cursion was heightened by a ride in 
one of these vehicles. 

With the steel age came a need for 
further advance in car design. At first 
a distinct reluctance in breaking away 
from the wooden el designs was evi- 
dent. The H&M’s steel car was capped 
to resemble wood, a nod toward con- 
vention. However, Brooklyn and Bos- 
ton realized that something remark- 
able could be done with steel and, 
within a decade, cars fully twenty feet 
longer than previous equipment were 
in revenue service. They sported a 
great number of the features elec- 
tricity was to allow and the old el car 
features were completely dropped to 
provide an altogether different ex- 
perience in urban travel. The BMT 
exploited a new width to provide a 
car entirely keyed to comfort. They 
followed this with experiments in ar- 
ticulated rapid transit cars, producing 
five distinctive designs in only 15 
years. The articulateds were a great 
success for the BMT and it is surpris- 
ing that only Chicago was to try it in 
the ensuing years. 

Thanks to the Mass Transit Act. in- 
itiated by the late President Kennedy 
and passed in the last session of Con- 
gress, rapid transit is beginning to 
assume increased prominence in city 
planning once again. Though all other 
rail operations never recovered from 
early censure and modern prejudice, 
rapid transit had its short twilight 
turn to dawn as it prepares for a new 
era of development. Maybe this is 
also the time for pike planners to 
consider it for the layout. & 





Freight cars included a buff-color 
box car with blue roof, No. 1514; a 
blue gondola car, No. 1512; a silver 
tank car, No. 1515; and a red caboose 
with dark brown roof, No. 1517. No 
example of the No. 1513 cattle car has 
yet. been seen. The box car is found 
with the sliding doors and door run- 
ners painted either orange or light 
green. Probably those with the orange 
doors were intended for Winner sets, 
since orange was the characteristic 
color for the Winner series, but since 
no maker’s name then appeared on 
these freight cars, it is likely that 
some green-door box cars found their 
way into Winner sets. No Yankee sets 
were catalogued with box cars. As 
with the passenger cars, both 2- and 
3-car sets were offered. Both the 
freight and the passenger cars were 
about 6” long each, but different 
underframes were used: passenger 
ears had flat, lithographed frames 
with detailing, while freight cars had 
embossed frames of a different shape, 
painted plain black (and later red, 
when brighter colors became the 
rule). 

As was briefly mentioned, the same 
cars used in the Yankee sets were 
also used in the Ives wind-up trains 
of 1932. The wind-up sets, however, 
were not part of the Yankee line, 
which included only the cheapest 
electric sets. A small, 5%” passenger 
car, No. 1504, was made for use in the 
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cheapest wind-up sets, but, so far as 
is known, was not put into electric 
sets. With the advent of the 1933 sea- 
son, Ives was discontinued as a sep- 
arate line, and the Winner and Yan- 
kee names were dropped. The Ives 
wind-up trains, along with many 
other 1930-32 Ives items, went into 
the regular Lionel line. Lithography 
was altered to substitute the Lionel 
name for Winner and Ives on the 
passenger cars and tenders, and later 
the freight cars had the Lionel name 
applied, except for the gondola. In 
the mid-1930’s, these cars were 
brought up to date with brighter 
shades. The box car acquired the 
familiar “Baby Ruth Candy” adver- 
tisement, the caboose became all-red 
with a buff stripe on the cupola, and 
the tank car underwent numerous 
changes: the original version was 
lettered “Union Tank Lines”, and pos- 
sibly there was also a version with- 
out any lettering. Later versions bore 
the Sunoco emblem, some having 
“Tionel Lines” lettering as well, 
others lacking it. Lettering and rivet 
detail on these tank cars is found in 
black and in dark blue. Domes are 
found in copper, brass, and nickel 
finishes, and in combinations of two 
such finishes on the same car. Here 
are a surprising number of variations 
of a car which was originally not 
even included in sets. 

Both Winner and Yankee sets came 
complete with tracks and transformer. 
The tracks were of 0 gauge, but were 
of lighter construction than the regu- 
lar O gauge tinplate sections, and 
could not be used conveniently with 
the latter. The same light track sec- 
tions were later called 027, and are 
still made as such. The transformer 
was concealed in a lithographed tin 
station, the same type of station as 
was later sold with a whistle unit in 
it for addition to non-whistling trains 
(it was also sold as a plain station). 
The transformers had no rheostats; 
train speed could be adjusted only by 
connecting the desired combination of 
two of the three binding-posts pro- 
vided to the track. Transformer-sta- 
tions in the Winner sets were named 
“Winnertown,” while the Ives ver- 
sions were labelled simply “Station.” 

When the Lionel wind-up trains 
were discontinued after 1936, the 
little 4-wheeled ex-Winner and Yan- 
kee freight and passenger cars were 
no longer produced, though a quan- 
tity of them probably remained 
around to be sold off for several 
years. Their disappearance was in 
keeping with the return of generally 
more prosperous times, for they had 
been but a depression measure. Many 
collectors have shunned them or ridi- 
culed them as tinny and unimpres- 
sive, but it is nevertheless heartening 
to remember that, because of them, 
a good many boys who might other- 
wise have had to do without Christ- 
mas trains were made far happier 
than they might otherwise have been 
on that uncertain Christmas many 
years ago. sa 
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Gondola No. 1512 in blue was STE in Ives mechanical sets. Yankee 
electric sets, Lionel mechanical and Winner electric sets.

This brick drugstore will be the 
cornerstone of your large city; 
the city providing the main pur- 
pose for your pike. It's a fun 
project to build. 


S igen DRUGSTORE of fifty years 
ago was largely what the name 
implied: a store dispensing drugs, with 
perhaps a sideline of sundries. The 
soda fountain was still in its infancy, 
and only a few of the 32 flavors (or 
is it 64?) had as yet been dreamed 
up — chocolate and vanilla were the 
prime favorites of the day. 

The corner drugstore, similar to 
that pictured here, was fairly typical 
of the better class small town struc- 
tures of the era. The druggist and his 
family lived up over the store and 
therefore he was likely to be on call 
twenty-four hours a day; he filled 
prescriptions, applied first aid when 
needed and suggested remedies for 
various ills. The neighborhood drug- 
store, open long hours, was a central 
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gathering spot. Also, the drugstore 
was likely one of the few places in 
which one could find a telephone. 

The building shown here is 18”x30” 
by 24” high, built almost entirely of 
\%” sheet balsa; the brickwork was 
done with an electric burning pen 
(resulting in oversize bricks) I as- 
sume most of you will want to cover 
it with brick paper. Or, if preferred, 
Northeastern or similar brick siding 
may be used, in which case some al- 
lowances will need to be made due to 
its 1/16” thickness as compared with 
the %” balsa. In this connection I 
want to say that I have in the past 
used 1/16” balsa for building such 
structures as this. But on getting a 
fresh supply of balsa recently, I find 
it rather too soft and flexible for 
many structural needs; not at all com- 
parable to the firm textured wood ] 
had become accustomed to. 

Here’s a list of the required materi- 
als —in HO: 

24” of 1%%’’balsa, 4” wide 
(and brick paper) 
4” of 1/16” balsa, 3” wide °

Or: 2 sheets of 3%”’x12” brick sid-

windows 
Scraps of stripwood, etc. 

Beginning with the foundation, 
which includes 7’ of sidewalk on two 
sides, cut from %” balsa a slab 25’x 
37’. The floor, which fits inside the 
walls, is 16’x28’, cut from 1/16” balsa, 
and is cemented to the foundation. 
but set in the thickness of the wall 
on two sides. Should you be using 
1/16” brick siding, the floor will need 
to be 17’x29’. Scribe and stain the 
floor. 

Cut two sidewalls from %” balsa, 
24’x28’, the sidewalls fitting between 
the ends, the entire length being 30’. 
In using 1/16” brick siding, make the 
walls 24’x29’. The position of the three

upper windows is identical in both 
walls. Cut the openings 6” wider and 
deeper than the size of the windows 
you intend using to allow for 3”x12” 
(1/32”x¥%”) casings. Having them, I 
used commercial windows, 3’x514’. In- 
side the cased windows I added 3’’x6” 
strips all round, flush with the inside 
wall, so that when ready for installa- 
tion I merely dab a touch of cement 
in each corner and push the windows 
in place. The street door at right in 
Figure 3 has a 34%’x7%4’ opening, and 
a door 3’x7’. Add the trim above door 
and windows, of 1/32” balsa. 

The decorative ledge at the top, sim- 
ulating plaster, is plain and straight 
on two sides, but shaped as shown on 
the two sides facing the streets. This 
is cut from balsa or stripwood 3’’x12”, 
shaped and cemented in place. A sim- 
ilar though straight strip 3”x6” en- 
circles the building at the base of the 
windows. Some care needs to be taken 
in the next step, that of cutting the 
opening to the doorway and the dis- 
play window. The window opening is 
7x10’ and the opening beside it 5’x9’,

which leaves a piece of wall 2’x10’ 
dangling in space for the time being. 

Cut the two endwalls 18’ wide by 
24 high. The rear wall has neither 
door nor window: Proceed with the 
upper windows in the front as you 
did with the sides, and the display 
window and doorway opening is iden- 
tical with that of the side. Now, be- 
fore installing any windows, it is a 
good time to touch up the window 
openings and raw ends, painting the 
casings a light green. I gave the in- 
side walls of the lower floor a dark 
satin and painted the upper floor 
walls a light green. And while the 
paint brush is handy, paint a foot or 
so of 1/32” stripwood green, then 
using it as a moulding, cement it 
round three sides of the display win- 
dow opening, flush with the outside 
brick. When the glass is installed later, 
the fourth side may be added. 

Now comes the task of building as 
one unit the door and ends of the dis- 
play windows, which will then be rit- 
ted into the recessed doorway. It may 
simplify matters to build this, using 








1/16” balsa, by cutting two pieces, one 
6’x814’, the other 642’x8%4’, cementing 
them together at the angle shown by 
the dotted lines, then recessing the 
door within the angle formed. A view 
of one display end-window is shown 
within Figure 1, since neither Figure 
2N or 3 gives an unobstructed view. 
There are two such windows of course, 
one at each side of the door. Sash 
opening is 24%4’x5%’, the size glass re- 
quired; then even with the outside 
1/32” square moulding is added, and 
the glass will fit up against this from 
the inside. The door, 3’x7’, is set in 
the angle between the two windows. 
An 18’x4%4’ opening is made in the 
cardboard door stock and the glass, 
somewhat larger, is cemented to the 
back of the opening. When the unit 
fits satisfactorily a square of balsa 
may be cemented over the top of it to 
serve as a brace. All the doorway ex- 
cept the door is painted a light green 
The door is stained an oak. 

It is advisable to assemble only the 
front and right side at this point, ce- 
menting them together and to to 
foundation, so as to allow more wc 
to be done from the inside. Install and 
cement the doorway unit in place and 
see that the display windows will fit. 
I used clear plastic about 1/64” thick, 
cut from a plastic box, but of course 
any thickness acetate or film may be 
used. Laying the display windows flat 
I used decals in lettering them. I 
chose Nixon as a name because of its 
brevity and also because it was the 
name of the author of “Corner Drug- 
gist,” a nostalgic account of his fa- 
ther’s life as a druggist. 

For the interior, window display 
cases are needed, one for each display 
window, each 3’x10’, window height. 
In browsing through an almanac I 
came upon illustrations small enough 
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for use in them as display cutouts. 
Suspended in one window may be 
seen two “show globes” simulating 
the red and green filled globes which, 
in one form or other, may still be 
seen in many drugstores today. The 
origin of these symbols seems to be 
clouded, but Richard Armour in his 
charming and humorous book de- 
cribing his youthful drugstore days, 
guesses they may now contain straw- 
berry and mint flavors. I turned these 
from %” doweling held in my hand- 
drill chuck, the handdrill in my vise, 
and using small files and sanding 
(manicure) boards. I painted one 
bright green, the other bright red, and 
suspended them with fine wires. Two 
old fashioned showcases materialized 
from balsa and acetate, and a fountain 
from balsa with a marbelized top and 
wires to simulate pumps and faucets. 
Two walls are given over to shelves 
and these are stained dark to match 
the other furnishings. 

Since some means of reaching the 
second floor was needed, I built a 
stairway against the street wall. Nov 
is the time to cement strips against 
each sidewall to furnish support for 
the second floor and the flat roof, at 
heights shown by the dotted lines. 
These are both cut from 1%” balsa, the 
same size as the main floor with per- 
haps a bit shaved off for a loose fit. 
Scribe and stain the floor and furnish 
to suit your fancy. The roof is painted 
black and rubbed over with graphite 
powder. The chimney, located at the 
left rear corner, is of balsa 2’x2’x54’ 
scribed with pencil and painted box- 
car red. That about takes care of the 
inside work, so now go ahead and as- 
semble the other two walls of the 
structure. 

A brick doorstep will be needed at 
the outside door, and in the corner 





doorway an extra foot of balsa should 
be laid to bring the flooring flush 
with the outside. 

The awning is a simple affair, 18’x6’, 
made of paper an painted with alter- 
nating stripes of red and light green. 
The frames supporting it are bent 
from wire, as shown in Figure 3, and 
pressed into the wall. 

The mortar and pestle “sign of the 
apothecary,” seldom seen in this day,

was turned from a quarter-inch piece 
of doweling in the same manner as 
the show globes. Unfortunately, in 
making the drawing, I goofed, getting 
it just half the size it should be, 
which is 2’x3”. So double the size 
shown, paint it gold, and attach to 
corner of the building. 

The sidewalk is painted a light 
gray, simulating cement, with the nec- 
essary scribed divisions. sa

Traction fans will get a bang out of 
Ken Kidder’s Japanese hand-crafted, 
all-brass version in HO of the Key 
System’s San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge 2-car articulated trains used 
until 1958. Workmanship on these 
units is excellent with neat soldering, 
realistically sized rivets, and adequate 
detail. The photos enlarged to more 
than double size show the rivets to 
be scale sized, giving almost an O 
gauge appearance to the photo. 

This model is wired for two-rail 
operation, customary in almost all 
HO traction models. Pantograph is in- 
sulated for overhead wire and provi- 
sion is made for installation of cou- 
plers. 

The model was tested and ran well 
on 15-inch radius. It was photographed 
sitting on a piece of 10-inch radius 
track and presumably could negotiate 
such a radius and possibly smaller. 

The model is offered powered, 
ready-to-run, unpainted, at $49.50; or

unpowered at $44.50. Considering that 
this is a two-car train, it looks like 
a good buy for the traction fan. We 
especially liked the snug fitting float- 
ing closure between the two units, 
shown in the photo. 


4-4-0 Genoa: HO 

Mfd. in Italy by Pocher. Imported by 
Associated Hobby Mfrs., 3214J N. 
Boudinot St., Philadelphia, Pa. 19134. 

Associated Hobby Manufacturers 
old-time import made in Italy by 
Pocher of the Virginia & Truckee’s 
Reno is a cute little loco. The diamond 
stacker is offered in a choice of two 
road names: Virginia & Truckee 
“Genoa” and Western& Atlantic. Since 
the model differs in many respects 
from most HO steam-type locos, let’s 
run down the construction first. 

The model is primarily molded of 
plastic parts. The boiler, cab, pilot, 
part of the frame, headlight, and ten- 
der are all molded in a deep gunmetal 
grey color. The cinder arrester atop 
the stack is red plastic. Cylinders, 
domes, bell, handrails, number plate, 
and headlight bracket are stamped 
or turned brass. Drivers are nickel 
rimmed with plastic spokes. Pilot 
wheels are also nickel silver. 

A three-pole permag motor is 
mounted in the tender. A universal 
jointed shaft delivers power from the 


motor to the worm and gear drive of 
the locomotive’s forward driver. Side 
rods are stamped. Care should be 
taken that the drive shaft, measuring 
about 1% inches long is not lost. A 
wireless drawbar transits power 
picked up by the drivers to the mo- 
tor. An ingenious stamped metal, in- 
terlocked frame provides rigidity to 
the locomotive. Overall length of loco 
and tender is 7%”. Weight of loco is 
5 ounces. Weight of tender is 3 ounces. 

The model is designed for operation 
on sectional track and takes 18-inch 
curves with ease and probably could 
go to 15-inch. We’d like to have seen 
rivet detail carried out on the tender 
but the overall appearance is very 
good. Simulated molded wood is load- 
ed into the tender covering the ties. 
Flange size is European size, slightly 
larger than NMRA standard but the 
model will take code 100 track with- 
out trouble. Modelers using code 70, 
55, or 40 rail will want to file down 
the flanges. At $13.95 this loco is a 
good buy and should be welcomed by 
period modelers who presently have 
only a few locos from which to choose. 


Barrels, Crates, Suitcases: HO 
Mfd. by Viking, West Germany. Im- 
ported by Nathan Preston, Dept. O, 
P. O. Box 187, Des Plaines, Ill. 60017. 

Gemischte Teilen is the best way: 
to describe these Viking imports from 
West Germany by Nathan Preston. 
Actually there are a series of four low 
priced scenic packages. 

Item 65a consists of three highway- 
type road barriers. Cross sections are 
printed with diagonal red stripes on 
cardstock having a self adhesive back. 
Two striped boards are pasted to each 
side of plastic boards, which in turn 
are fitted into A-shaped plastic 
frames. Three barriers come packed 
per package. These list at 35c per 
package. 

Item 77s consists of four two- 
wheeled bicycles molded in a metallic 
light blue color. The bikes include 
two boys’ bikes and two girls’ bikes 
without a center post. Handrails must 
be cemented on separately. A plastic 
bicycle rack is also included. Interest- 
ing is the absence of any simulated 
wheel spokes, which could not have

Imported 
by Associated Hobby Mfrs., 3214J N. 
Boudinot St., Philadelphia 34, Pa. 

Rivarossi’s new series of three heavy 
standard passenger cars are full- 
length 85 footers, yet are designed to 
operate on sectional track 

The three cars include a standard 
Pullman, an observation car, and a 
combine. All three are molded in 
plastic containing fine rivet detail, 
molded-in handrails and grab irons. 
The body is a one-piece molding hav- 
ing a separate roof section to which 
has been cemented clear molded plas- 
tic sides and ends. The roof sections 
have been cemented into the car body 
with two dabs of cement at the center 
body. With care, the roof sections are 
readily removable for interior detail- 
ing, illuminating, or conversion. 

Each of the roof sections is differ- 
ent. The combine has roof ribs, two 
vents over the toilets and riveted 
monitor side detail. The old Pullman 
is pre-airconditioning era but is loaded 
with vents. The observation has air- 
conditioning ducts extending about 
two-thirds of the left side. The obs 
also has a red platform curtain. 

All cars have identical underbody 
detail. While this won’t bother all 
modelers, we know some who will 
want to remove the various batteries 
and tanks, replacing them with Suy- 
dam or Walthers details.

curves. Cars are molded plastic; are painted deep Pullman green. 


The trucks are molded plastic with 
simulated springs. NMRA-type cou- 
plers are truck mounted. Wheels are 
plastic in steel axles. Wheelsets are 
readily removable for those who 
might like to replace them with RP- 
25 wheelsets. 

Each car also has a brakewheel 
added separately. All cars also have 
gates at the open door ends. The com- 
bine and observation are lettered 
Santa Fe without car numbers. The 
Pullman is lettered St. Croix. We’d 
like to have seen some other name, 
such as St. Adele, St. Ignace, St. Elmo, 
or St. Victor, or perhaps Alamo, Kern, 
Gilia, Green Bank, Long Pine, or 
Daytona. St. Croix has been over- 
used in the model railroad hobby. 

While the cars will accept .sharp 
18-inch radius curves, they will look 
better when operated on curves of 
larger diameter. Most 85-foot car lov-

Railroad Jewelry 


Mfd. by Quality Castings, 1319 Brun- 
dage Lane, Bakersfield, Calif. 

A new line of railroad jewelry kits 
is offered by Quality Castings, 1319 
Brundage Lane, Bakersfield, Califor- 
nia, and should interest locomotive 
modelers especially. Included in the 
line are kits for bolo ties, cuff links, 
key chains, and regular tie bars. 

Samples received here are for the 
cuff link kit and the bolo tie. The 
photo shows these units as received, 
in kit form. 

The theme of this new jewelry line 
is a lost wax cast miniature builders 
plate, offered for the three major 
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steam builders: Alco, Baldwin, and 
Lima. A Southern Ps-4 number plate 
is also offered. 

The bolo tie kit consists of the cast 
builders plate, a clip, a braided tie 
cord, and two cast tassels. 

To assemble, the modeler must file 
off the casting sprue and then clean 
up the casting (for best appearance) 
with fine grit emery cloth. The manu- 
facturer recommends blackening the 
background of the casting with Kem- 
tron No. X-440 Brass Black, follow- 
ing Kemtron’s directions for use. 
Raised areas are then polished with 
the emery cloth to provide desired 
contrast. The clip is then soldered to 
the rear of the casting, excess solder 
is removed and the casting is again 
cleaned up and given a spray coat of 
lacquer to keep the metal bright. 

The cord ends come tied with a 
plastic tube. The cord ends should be 
coated with cement (Ambroid or 
white Ambroid would both do the 
job) and are inserted into the tassel 
openings. It’s a good idea to smear 
the inside of the tassel with cement 
also. 

When tassel-cord joint has dried, 
attach the cord to the clip and the 
bolo tie clip is ready to wear. 

Cuff links assembly is generally the 

same, requiring casting cleaning and 
soldering of the clip to the back of 
the casting. The quality of all parts 
inspected is excellent. The bolo tie 
kit lists at $1.95 your choice of Alco 
as shown, Baldwin, or Lima. Alco has 
a rectangular plate, Baldwin is round, 
and Lima is diamond shaped. Cuff 
links list at- $2.25 per pair, kit; same 
choice of builders but somewhat 
smaller in size. The Alco plate mea- 
sures almost 1% inches across. 
, A complete illustrated price list is 
offered at 10c, including some very 
interesting 1” and 1%” scale car and 
loco parts in lost wax, including glad 
hands, angle cocks, air hoses, and 
loco bell. 


THE RUTLAND ROAD, by Jim 
Shaughnessy. 368 pages, 8%x11” size, 
hard covers.

$10.00. Available from R.M.C. Read- 
ers’ Service. 

To the railfan unfamiliar with the 
story of the Rutland, it will seem 
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astonishing that such a story as is 
told now by Jim Shaughnessy could 
take place in rural New England. The 
amount of research that obviously 
went into the preparation of this 
well-detailed book would do justice 
to the histories of much larger rail- 
roads. From the difficulties of its 
formative years over a century ago 
to the difficulties of its drawn-out 
demise in 1963 and the years preced- 
ing, and the partial resurrection by 
two operators under lease from the 
State of Vermont, it seems that the 
Rutland was never very far from 
doom. In fact, the line actually was 
abandoned as the Rutland Railraad 
and was immediately revived as the 
Rutland Railway in order to keep go- 





ing as long as possible. When all 
other resorts had failed, the State 
purchased parts of the line, leasing 
130 miles to the new Vermont Rail- 
way Corp., which continues to oper- 
ate, and another 26 miles to Nelson 
Blount, who is already famous for 
his successful efforts to operate steam 
locos on excursions over his part of 
the line, and who hopes to have com- 
mercial traffic once again rolling be- 
hind steam on it. 

The reader who appreciates good 
writing in the railroad books he reads 
will find this history well worthwhile. 
The author tells the story in fasci- 
nating style, well organized and with 
an excellent selection of photographs, 
maps, timetables, appendices, etc.— 
enough illustrations to surely satisfy 
the most curious student of railroad 
lore. The appendices contain com- 
plete rosters of the Rutland and its 
predecessors and related lines, com- 
piled by F. Stewart Graham, and a 
thoughtful addition is a summary- 
chronology of the Rutland from Nov. 
Ist, 1853, to Nov. 4th, 1963. The book 
is of top-quality format, being print- 
ed on smooth, coated paper with ex- 
cellent typography and reproduction 
of illustrations, and is a fine volume 
for reference and interesting read- 
ing.

which to design a satisfactory system 
of your own. With a wide back 
ground of information you should be 
able to pick and choose the features 
from other systems which appeal to 
you. 

With all this talk about card sys- 
tems of operation we should exam- 
ine the merits of a paperwork sys- 
tem. As you know a card system uti- 
lizes a car card for each car on the 
railroad and by selecting a group of 
cards a train is made up, work is 
done and when the cars have been 
spotted the cards are filed until the 
next operating session. This feature 
is common with almost all card sys- 
tems and brings up one of the in- 
herent disadvantages of a card sys- 
tem. The cars and cards must always 
be kept in proper order and relation- 
ship if the system is to function. 

If you go out to your railroad with 
a friend and make up a train and run 
it around the railroad switching cars 
indiscriminately just for the pure joy 
of switching you’ll also have to 
change the location of the cards, even 
though you might not be interested in 
conducting a normal operation, but 
were merely having a little fun. 
Visitors may come and you’ll want 
to conduct a little show of the type 
of operation which you enjoy, but 
you don’t want to bother with the 
card system. Unless you later go 
back and refile the affected cards 
your system will be ‘loused up’. 

If your operating group is a club 
where each member brings his own 
equipment to run upon the club rail- 
road you can see that it’s going to 
take some time to sort out the neces- 
sary cards and get them properly 
filed for an evening’s operation. I 
recall a club I belonged to whose 
ten members each brought some 20 
cars to the club pike. By the time we 
all had our cars on the railroad and 
the car cards sorted and properly 
placed anywhere from an hour to an 
hour and a half had passed and we 
had yet to move a single train. 

An alternative to a card system is 
a paperwork system using disposable 
paper forms which are filled in with 
the information required to conduct 
the operation and afterwards are 
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thrown away. This more closely ap- 
proximates what the prototype rail- 
roads do in actual practice, though 
they will file much of their paper- 
work for permanent record. 

With a paper system the required 
information to switch cars is filled

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in on a form at the time operations 
are started and after the work is 
done the paper is tossed out. There 
is no card to be kept in a particular 
spot so that if you merely wish to 
play you can move cars willy nilly 
and not have to be concerned with 
making certain the car cards are cor- 
rectly filed. In general you’ll have all 
your information on a single piece 
of paper and you won’t be trying to 
run a train while handling and con- 
stantly sorting out a bunch of cards 
with tabs or paper clips. The single 
list is easily kept in a pocket when 
not in use and there is less likelihood 
of damaging scenic detail as when 
looking for a place to sort your cards. 

The big objection to a paper sys- 
tem as quoted by the card system en- 
thusiasts is that the paper must be 
prepared before you can _ operate 
which means that some one has to 
fill in the forms before trains start 
to run. This is true and the amount 
of time required to fill in a form will 
be dependent upon the complexity of 
the car movements you are working 
into any particular operation. 

The choice between a paper or card 
system is obviously one of individual 
choice. I’ve used both and worked 
with both types myself and find that 
each has its own advantages and dis- 
advantages. 

One of the simplest paper systems 
I’ve seen is used by a group here in 
Los Angeles who alternately meet at 
each others home railroads to oper- 
ate. With minor variations this same 
simple system is used in many other 
sections of the country. The version 
used by Ralph Carlstrand and his 
operating group uses no forms but 
simply ‘scratch paper’ or file cards 
‘of 3 by 5 size. 

Fig. 1 shows a typical Switch List 
made out for the crew at Auburn. 
Track or Industry indicates the spot 
where a car is to be placed or picked 
up while S/O indicates set-outs and 
the column headed P/U shows the 
cars to be picked up. Actually no 
headings are used, I’ve merely shown 
them so you can better visualize how 
the information is placed on the 
sheet. One of these sheets is made up 
to indicate the work to be done by 
a train which has arrived from 
Sonora and is waiting to be broken 
up. The engine is put in the round- 
house and the’ caboose parked on 
the caboose track and the local 
switch crew will set-out and pick-up 
the cars as indicated. It only takes 
a few seconds to write up such a 
sheet and have a crew at work. 

You'll see that only the railroad 
initials are used with the AAR code 
letter to indicate the type of car. Car 
numbers are only shown where there 
are two or more cars of the same 
railroad and type whose only differ- 
ence can be distinguished by the car 
number. The cars which will be 
picked up will be put in yard storage 
tracks by the switch crew. 

The same sort of a Switch List is 
made for peddler freights running 
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out on the main line to tell their 
crews what work is to be done. To 
save you looking up the AAR car 
classification code letters I’ll show 
it below. 


X — Box 

S — Stock 

F — Flat 

T — Tank 

G — Gondola 

H — Hopper 

R — Refrigerator 
L— Special 

N — Caboose 


That’s all the system there is and 
when the group arrives to operate it 
only takes a few minutes to make up 
the necessary Switch Lists and get 
all hands to work. P=}

Super-elevation 

N. Fishman: How much should I 
super-elevate or tilt my curved track 
to make trains stay on better and give 
more realistic appearance? (HO) 
ANSWER: At scale and even usual 
HO speeds, curves do not need to be 
tilted to keep trains on the track. 
However for appearance, if you are 
using flexible track, fasten down the 
inside rail only. This will let the out- 
side rail and its end of the ties ride 
free, and they will rise slightly, per- 
haps 1/32” which will make a nice 
appearance. 

Driver Insulation | 

W. Watkins: What causes insulation 
on steam loco driving wheels to burn 
out after the engine has been in use 
for a while? 

ANSWER: A piece of swarf from 
drilling or filing may get across be- 
tween wheel and tire. The insulation 
may break down if put to use while 
wet with oil, lacquer thinner, paint, 
etc. Excessively dry air, in some in- 
stances, will shrink the insulation and 
let the tire come loose or fall off.

Warped Boiler 

L. Fessler: I have an American-made 
2-8-2 engine which has a boiler cast- 
ing that has become quite distorted 
or warped. Is there any way this can 
be straightened? 

ANSWER: Generally, warped die- 
castings (zamak) cannot be straight- 
ened unless they are very light, and 
even then it is questionable whether 
you will succeed or break it. A heavy 
casting, never. 

Your best bet is either to buy a new 
boiler casting for the engine and in- 
stall it, or write to the manufacturer 
and tell him your problem. I’ve found 
that quite often manufacturers, will 
replace parts long after a so-called 
guarantee period has expired in such 
instances as this.

Fairmount Park line in Philadelphia 
until 1945, are even now used some 
places in Latin America, as well as 
northeastern U. S. trolley museums. 
Open bench cars meant a dual set of 
cars for cold and hot weather, hence 
an added expense. They meant two 
men to a car. They were a traffic 
hazard with people boarding and get- 
ting off all along the car. The conduc- 
tor making his way along the running 
board was in danger not just of fall- 
ing off, or of passing cars, but of 
being dragged off and robbed. This 
happened in the old days, but not 
very often. 


Semaphores 

F. X. McAllister: Where a semaphore 
signal is used, I know that horizontal 
means stop. But should caution be 45° 
upwards or downwards? Should clear 
be vertically up or down? 

ANSWER: It depends on the railroad. 
Some lines use “upper quadrant” sem- 
aphores where 45° upward means 
caution, straight up means clear. The 
other roads use “lower quadrant” 
where arms move downward from 
“stop.” Generally upper quadrant is 
preferred since if the mechanism 
breaks, it will fall to stop; a defective 
lower quadrant semaphore might fall 
to a false clear indication and allow 
a wreck. 


Live Steam 

D. Randall: Does the locomotive 
shown with a rider on the tender on 
cover of November 64 RMC run by 
electricity, gasoline, or steam? If the 
latter, how does it work? 

ANSWER: While some amusement 
park locomotives run by electricity, 
more by internal combustion engines; 
the Penn-Eastern Pacific on the No- 
vember cover runs by “live steam.” It 
works the same way as real steam 
locos did. Coal from the tender is 
burned in the firebox, heating water 
in the boiler, changing it to steam. 
This is led to the cylinders where it 
works the pistons back and forth, 
turning the wheels. The steam then 
exhausts up the stack. 

This engine is 7%” gauge, 11%” 
scale, but live steams have been built 
in smaller scale than that — %4”, %”, 
3%”, and %”, the latter running on O 
gauge track. HO gauge live steamers 
have also been built but this size is 
generally considered too small. 


Advantages of Gauges 

Several Readers: Will you comment 
on whether much money will be 
saved by going into one of the small- 
er gauges rather than HO. 
ANSWER: Mass. production has 
brought HO prices down very low 
and we doubt if the smaller scales 
will be able to match the Low HO 
prices. The real saving with smaller 
scales is rather one of space. Eight 
feet devoted to an HO layout will 
equal about 700 HO scale feet, where- 
as the same space devoted to TT 
Gauge will scale out to a long 1000 
ft. For many modelers this is an 
important consideration.

Conversely, a frugal O gauger can 
build his layout for no more and pos- 
sibly less than that spent by many 
HOers. Cost is not a major considera- 
tion for the scale model railroader. 
The big question is the one of which 
size you like best and what sacrifices 
you’re willing to make to work in 
the largest possible scale. 

Snow Scene 

E. Hopkins: I want to have a snow 
scene on my layout and would like 
suggestions as to a practical scenic 
material. Is it practical to use salt, 
sugar, or flour for operating snow 
plows? 

ANSWER: Salt, sugar, and flour are 
too messy and water absorbant. Use 
finely shredded styofoam ‘if you must 
do actual plowing but be ready to 
clean up the mess from journal boxes 
and gear boxes. White plaster is a 
good snow but it’ll have to be cleaned 
and painted white again regularly. 
Snow scenes are avoided by most 
scale modelers for a host of reasons 
but they can be very effective and 
different. 

Regretably, the old tinplate tricks 
of cotton and dime store snow just 
won’t look right on a scale model 
pike. 

Inside Third Rail 

J. Keneseth: Is there any prototype 
for the use of center third rail as on 
some model and toy trains? 
ANSWER: Yes. Some early New 
Haven electrifications got started 
using an inside third rail. Some for- 
eign subway lines originally used 
both inside and outside third and 
fourth rail to make the circuit.. The 
Fell system of rack railroad used a 
plain rail inside, set on its side, with 
two sets of special drivers under the 
engine adjustable to press against its 
sides. And street car lines in New 
York City and Washington, D. C. used 
underground conduit which looked 
much like inside third rail, but in 
which a plough reached a hot rail 
through a slot in the street between 
the running rails.

Some toy train makers today dis- 
guise their third rail. Maerklin, for 
example, uses a series of tiny almost 
invisible studs against which the con- 
tact show rubs. Lionel’s Super-Track 
uses a small subdued metal strip for 
a center third rail and Gargraves 
Phantom Track has a blackened third 
rail. 

Three rail track offers certain ad- 
vantages in freedom from wiring and 
insulation over two rail systems. Two 
rail equipment is readily converted to 
any three rail system. Three rail 
equipment cannot readily be con- 
verted to two rail without expensive 
laterations. The great bulk of scale 
modelers today, excepting trolley 
fans and some old time O gaugers, 
prefer two rail. 

Metric Screws 

Several Readers: Why do Japanese 
imports use screws according to a 
metric system? 

ANSWER: Because Japan, along with 
most other countries, is on the metric 
system. And the metric system offers 
a number of advantages, once you’re 
used to it, over a system based on the 
length of some long gone king’s foot 
or hand measurement. Modelers have 
found that the finer threads on metric 
screws hold better in the tapped holes 
cut into sheet brass. Screws, taps, and 
dies, may be obtained from Pacific 
Fast Mail and other importers. 
Arcing Wheels 

P. Lansing: I notice that the tender 
wheels of all my engines but one do 
considerable sparking as they run 
around the track. Is this harmful? 
How do I prevent it? 

ANSWER: The sparking or arcing is 
not particularly harmful to the 
wheels, though severe arcing will 
cause pit marks on the wheels or 
rails. From the list of engines you 
mention, the sparking locos have 
Japanese motors which normally take 
a higher amperage than American 
motors. If there is some drag in the 
mechanism of the engine from poor 
construction or assembly, or from
